Much to the consternation of 
SAC students, the victory flag re- 
cently presented to the college by: 
Las Meninas Club members dis- 
appeared last Friday morning. 

Custodian Clyde Siler ran’ the 
American flag, the California 
State flag, and the Victory flag ap 
the central flag pole about 7:8 
Friday morning. Visibility was prac- 
tically zero that morning on ac- 
count of a heavy fog, and as Siler 
walked away he thought he heard 
a noise.

Architect Harold Gimeno and 
college officials studied many new 
science buildings and gymnasiums 
to combine their best features into 
the Don structures. 

The gymnasium has a founda- 
tion of 192 concrete friction pil- 
ings 16 inches in diameter, extend- 
ing 30 feet down into the ground. 
The pilings became a part of the 
wall foundations when steel rods 
tied them to concrete grade beams 
located below the surface of the 
ground. 

Tilt-up Wall Slabs 

As soon as the playing floor of 
the gymnasium is completed, wood- 
en forms for the concrete wall 
slabs will be built on this floor. 
Some of the slabs will be 28 feet 
long, 16 feet wide, and from six to 
ten inches thick, weighing from 
32,000 to 42,000 pounds each. The 
steel reinforced slabs will be tilted 
up and set on their foundations by

2500 Permanent Seats 


Permanent seating sections or 
bleachers for 2500 spectators will 
be located on the sides of the gym.

The rooms on 
the east end can be opened up into 
one large hall 30 x 120 feet. 

Two offices, a fully equipped 
first aid room, locker rooms, show- 
er rooms,a_ kitchenette, and a 
mechanical room are also included.

In Eastern Conference Opener

Penalties, fumbles and a blocked punt were the poi- 
sonous pills the San Bernardino Indians fed the Wardmen 
last Friday at the Santa Ana Bowl in administering a 19- 
14 defeat in the league opener for both teams. 
The Dons scored first and last, but the tribe scored 


three TD’s in between, one more 
than the Red and Black was able 
to muster. 

The fatal blow came to the Dons 
mid-way in the final quarter, not 
in the form of an Indian touch- 
down, but in the form of two 15 
yard penalties, one right on top of 
the other. 

Trailing 19-14 the Dons recover- 
ed a Berdoo fumble on the SAC 
thirty yard line. They were im- 
mediately penalized 15 yards, forc- 
ing them to cover 25 yards for a 
first down. They made their first 
down, by putting together an 8 
yard pass, an 11 yard run and a 
16 yard pass. This positioned them 
at mid-field 

Dons Threaten 


They continued to threaten, and 
in seven more plays were on the 
Indians’ twenty-five with another 
first down. Twenty-five yards 
away from the touchdown that 
would have put them ahead by a 
point. Then the officials pulled out 
their tomahawk, smacking the 
Dons with two 15 yard penalties. 
Ward’s crew never crossed the 
fifty yard stripe again the remain- 
der of the struggle. 

The Dons’ first quarter score 
came as a result of a fumble by 
the Berdoo punter on the nine. Len 
Zelirika smashed over on the third 
scrimmage play. John Linquist 
caught a pass in the end-zone for 
the conversion. 

A 62-yard drive in the third 
quarter was climaxed by Roy 
Stephen when he dashed over from 
the nine. Zelinka burst through 
for the extra point this time. 

Longest Play 

Longest slay, of the game was 
the Indians’ first quarter TD. End 
Harold Krause snagged a long pass 
from sharp-shooting quarterback 
Jack Crabtree in the midst of two 
Don defenders and lugged it all the 
way. The play covered 69 yards. 

The Tribe’s third touchdown, the 


one that proved to be the deciding 
margin, came late in the second 
quarter on a blocked punt that was 
bobbled and kicked around by sev- 
eral members of both teams, then 
finally scooped up by Berdoo’s 190 
pound fullback Jim McCarter and 
carried across the zero yard line. 

Defensively, the Dons’ second 
half play was again superb. Les 
Cates, Don Banks and Jerry Sull- 
ivan were perhaps the standouts 
in this department.
